ever, exactly like thr conditions of 
other months, therefore it is unjust 
to the mine official and possibly ruin- 
ous to tbe mine owner to adhere to 
and be governed alone by-the show- 
ings of the tonnage cost sheet. On the 
otber proposition the latne owner or 
the mine official knows positively, that 
if he has 1,000 acres of coal -to begin 
with and he raloes out 300 acres of 


~coal during a period of 12 months-he 


will have only 900 acres left. Revert- 
ing to the tonnage cost sheet, the fact 
that coal costs so much per ton over 
a certain period does not indicate any- 
thing at all beyond the actual expend- 
itures of money which may have been 
wisely or unwisely laid out and in 
many cases without any consideration 
for the future whatevre. It might be 
that the cost per acre would be a-fatr-
